The inventions of Group I and II are distinct because they have different 
functions, comprise different compositions and employ different methods to achieve 
different ends. 

Upon election of group I or II claims 1-16 will be examined with regard to the 
scope of the claimed invention. 

Claims 27-40 and 49 link(s) the inventions of Group I and Group II. The 
restriction requirement between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of 
the linking claim(s), 27-40 and 49 claim. Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the 
restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s)
